The Board of Supervisors for Oahu 
County was formally organized yester- 
day. 
A. Hocking was elected 
chair- 
man with three Home Rule votes, but, 
voted with the Republicans on all 'mat- 
ters considered at the meeting1. 
Charles Wilson, 
Jas. H. 
Boyd 
and 
Charlie Clark were turned 
down for 
road supervisor, and H. C. Vlda elect- 


ed after 
the voicing of a protest by 
the Home Rulers against a legislator 
holding 
office. 
The bond of Curtis Iaukea was fixed 
at $160,000, 
the bond of $3000 tendered 
by him being refused. 
Iaukea, 
It 
Is 


stated by his friends, will furnish the 
larger 
bond, 
although he still 'claims 
that the action of the supervisors 
Is 


illegal. 
August Dreier,. Prince David 
Kawananakoa and Mrs. Abigail 
Camp- 


bell Parker

J30.000 bond, and will, It Is stated, sign 
the larger bond.

The afternoon session of the super- 


visors- was exceedingly lively In the 
discussion of bonds, 
the Home Rulers 
being anxious at the outset 
to place 
Trensuier Damon's at $20,000, the mini- 
mum, in order to have a precedent up- 


on which to establish Iaukea's bond. 
The election of Hocking as chairman 
was the surprise 
of the morning ses- 


sion, Hocking's lrlcnds claiming, 
how- 
ever, that It was simply an expression 
of the preference by the Home Rulers 
of him over Gilman. 
- At today's 
session the question of 
fire 
department, 
and other 
appoint- 
ments will be considered. 
The Inter- 
preter question Is also likely to cause 
trouble, as some of the members 
claim 
It to be unnecessary waste of time and 
money to translate 
proceedings 
of the 
board, when 
the native members 
un- 
derstand 
English 
so 
well. 
THE 
MORNING 
SESSION. 
It was fully an hour and a quarter 
after 
the 
bcheduled 
time 
before 
the 
board finally 
convened. 
The first de- 
lay was caused by the absence of 
Su- 
pervisor Kealoha, who was belated In 
getting 
over from the other 
side 
of 
the island. 
He arrived about eleven 
o'clock and then It was discovered that 
the 
bond 
of Supervisor Hocking had 
not been delivered and he was 
com- 
pelled to go and get It. 
Finally at 
11:20 
o'clock 
J. A. 
Gilman 
called 
the 
board together as temporary chairman, 
all members then 
being 
present, 
to- 
gether 
with 
District 
Attorney 
Raw- 
lins, County Clerk Murray, Assessor 
Iaukea and Geo. P. Thtelen 
who was 
Acting as assistant 
clerk, 
"According to .the county act 
the 
Board of Supervisors must meet today, 
for the first time, legally and official- 
ly," said Mr. Gilman. 
"The clerk has 
the bonds 
of the various supervisors 
nnd declares them all 
In order. 
As 
temporary chairman, I now declare the 
Board of Supervisors of Oahu County 
to be In session." 
Clerk Murray then called 
the 
roll, 
each of the seven supervisors answer- 
ing to their names. 
Mr. Gliman 
then 
declared the first business in order to 
be tho election 
of a permanent 
chair- 
man. 
Mr. Robinson placed 
In nomination 
the name of J. A. Gilman. 
Supervisor Mahoe 
hero asked that a 
temporary interpreter 
be appointed, so 
'he 
could 
thoroughly 
understand 
tho 
proceedings 
of the 
board, 
His 
re- 
marks 
were Interpreted by Supervisor 
liucos. 
Mr. 
Gilman 
asked 
if 
this necessary, before the elec- 
tion of a chairman, 
to which Mahoe 
replied that some vital questions might 
nrls'q which 
he would not 
bo able to 
understand. 
Also 
he said he could 
not 
properly express himself 
In the 
English language, and thought it would 
be better 
If the interpreter 
was 
ap- 
pointed at once. 
He also said that he 


had some important matters 
to bring 
before 
the 
board, 
particularly 
four 
questions. 
Upon motion It was then decided 
to 
select a temporary Interpreter, and the 
HomeRulers suggested the name of 
John Wise. 
The Republicans 
propos- 
ed the name of Robt. 
N. Boyd, and 
Mr. 
Gilman 
Invited 
him 
to take the 
position 
temporarily. 
. 
I 
Mr. Mahoe. then moved that before, 
any further proceedings 
be taken, that 
rules for the government of the board 
be formulated, and suggested the adop- - 
tion 
of the rules 
of the Leglslatuie 
i 
or some other body. 
He moved 
also 
that committees be appointed before a 
permanent chairman be chosen. 
"This 
Is a business proposition." 
re- - 
I 
plied 
Mr. 
Gilman. 
"and 
there 
Is 
no 
need for all these formalities. 
We will 
take 
up 
more 
time with rules than 
with 
business. 
I move that 
we do 
business In a 
business-lik- 
e 
way, as It 
I 
Is conducted 
by a business 
corpora- - 
tion and not waste 
time. 
We 
can 
make rules when we need them." 
"I agree with the views of the chair-- 
r 
man," said Supervisor Robinson. 
"We 
are here for business and not to waste 
time, 
and 
we don't want 
any rules 
like the Legislature had."

Mahoe

HOCKING'S 
STATEMENT. 
Mr. Hocking in taking the chair said: 
"Gentlemen, I wish 
to thank you for 
the honor conferred upon me nnd will 
endeavor to carry out the offices of the 
position to which I have been 
chosen 
in a fair and impartial 
mnnner, as 
much as lay In my power 
to do. 
"There has been a great deal of talk 
of late, chiefly 
In tho columns 
of the 
Advertiser, that I have boltedthe 
Re- 
publican party and was dickering with 
the Home Rulers to be elected 
chair- 
man. 
I want it distinctly understood 
that I take the phalr without nny con- 
ditions whatever. 
I was elected 
a,s a 
Republican on the Republican ticket, 
and will stand by tho Republican par- 
ty." 
DOWN TO BUSINESS. 
Mr, Lucas here moved to take up the 
bonds of the assessor, but Mr. Gilman 
stated that the bond of the clerk must 
first 
be considered 
under the county 
act. 
Chairman Hocking stated that 
the bond of the clerk had been 
sub- 
mitted and the form approved by the 
district attorney. 
Mr. Gilman suggested that no action 
be taken as to the amount, Mr. Hock- 
ing replying that tho county act fixed, 
the amount at 
$5,000. 
County Attor- 
ney Rawlins gave an opinion that Mr. 
Murray

The State capitol building at Dcs Moines was a magnificent 
structure, erected at a cost of three million dollars and containing, 
in addition 
to the halls of the House 
Senate, a State library 
comprising 
forty thousand 
volumes. 
The building 
was of stone, 
situated in a big square on Capitol Hill, East Des Moines. 
The 
House 
of Representatives 
walls sheathed 
with 
costly 
mar- 
ble. 
The speaker's gallery, the press gallery and a large visitors' 
gallery of the House, in addition to the floor furniture, 
were made 
of wood. 
The gutted House is on the second 
floor, 
in the West 
wing of the building 
and beneath it were the offices of the State 
railroad commissioners and the valuable historical and horticultural 
collections 
of the State.

A radical departure 
in the 
govern- 
ment of Hawaii Is made 
In the county

ty form of government are sweeping, 
many of them being at present little 
understood. 
For Instance, 
the Terri- 
tory has no other source 
of revenue, 
aside from that derived 
through the 
county 
collections, 
excepting various 
small amounts 
which 
will not aggre- 
gate more than 
:5,000 per month. The 
Territory 
Is to receive the proceeds 
of 
a five mill tax, nnd eacli county may 
not assess for Its own purposes a great- 
er amount than five mills, which will 
leave the tax rate at Its present 
fig- 
ure. 
The 
decision 
of the 
Supreme 
Court 
declaring 
Invalid 
the 
section 
of the 
county act providing for a Board of 
Tubllc Institutions leaves many of the 
tmrpniia 
tn have been taken over by 
that body In a state of confusion. 
The 
prison, wharves, 
government 
build- 
ings, etc., will reihaln now In the cus- 
tody of the Superintendent 
of Public 
Works. 
POWER OF COUNTIES. 
There are six counties 
In the new 
form of 
government, 
counting 
Knln-wa- 
o, 
which is under the Jurisdiction of 
the Board of Health. 
Counties 
are given general power to 
sue nnd be sued, to purchase 
and hold 
lands, make contracts, levy taxes, etc. 
No county can 
Hb credit to aid 
any 
person 
or corporation. 
County 
seats can be changed 
only upon vote 
of 
two-thir- 
of the electors. 
The Supervisors In each county must 
meet today and elect a chairman. 
Tho 
county recorder acts as clerk. 
Meet- 
ing 
of the board are to be held 
on 
the 
first Tuesday 
In each month, to 
continue as long 
an there Is business 
to transact, 
SUPERVISORS' 
DUTIES. 
The supervisors supervise the official 
conduct of all county 
officials, control 
' 
public roads 
.nnd 
works, 
excepting 
such us are left with 
the Territory 
maintain 
hospitals, care for 
Indigent 
and sick, can ncqulre 
real estate or 
water 
rights, 
must 
provide 
county 


Jails, 
hospitals nnd 
other 
buildings, 
nudlt county books, 
levy 
taxes, 
regu-Int- o 
public 
pounds, 
equalize 
assess- 
ments, fix salaries, not otherwise fixed, 
fill vacancies, 
appoint 
health 
ofllcers 
under the supervision of the Board of 
Health, provide for the destruction of

ing of prisoners, nnd must enforce

of Supervisors is also

COUNTY OFFICERS. 
The county trensurer tnkes the place 
of the Territorial 
treasurer 
In 
each 
county, receiving and paying money on 
ceitlflcale of the auditor. 
The sheriff 
practically assumes the duties of the 
various lslnnd sheriffs In the respective 
counties. 
He Is also 
lo 
county 
coroner. 
The district attorney is tho 
prosecuting officer of the county and 
Is also made a deputy of the Attorney 
General. 
County recorders 
act 
as 
clerks to the Boards 
of Supervisors 
and also take the plnce of the Regis- 
trar 
of 
Conveyances. 
The 
assessor 
tnkes the place 
of the present

REVENUE.

Method 
of raising 
revenue 
is

vided as follows:

For Territorial 
revenue,

the tax ought to be levied 
and assessed. 
Second: 
For County 
revenue 
for all 
purposes there shall be levied annually 
a tax for the Board of Supervisors,

such n number of mills on each dollar 
of the assessed valuation

able properly of the County, 
ns shall, 
together with the Income tax, the poll 
tax, and the specific tax on personal 
property and the Income from all other 
sources, raise sufficient revenue

dollar shall have been enacted

general In yesterday's Advertiser. 
The 
one on Adams 
lane 
Is on the Walklkl 
side of the lane, the second 
below the 
Pacific Club. 
The one on Garden lane 
nbuts the rear of the Pacific Hotel and 
Is practically connected 
with It. 
The 
same 
crowd of women 
Infested 
all three places mentioned, 
but alt li.'iv.; 
been 
quiet since 
the 
Howard 
raid. 
About 
ten days ngo 
tho woman 
who 
seemed 
to bo 
In charge of the resort 
on Adams 
lane, 
was 
taken 
111. 
The 
woman's 
groans, 
following 
upon 
a 
series of disorderly 
noises to which the 
neighbors 
had been subjected, 
created 
the Idea thnt another orgy was on. 
A 
loud pounding 
on 
the 
veranda, 
was 
ndded 
to the 
list 
of noises 
and 
tho 
police were notified. 
It developed, 
how- 
ever, 
that 
the 
pounding 
was that 
of 
breaking Ice for the sufferer. 
Deputy

MILLIONS 
IN

Edgar 
Lewis 
of the firm of Lewis & 
Co., who a few months ago ngltat.ed a 
sugar refinery to be owned by Hawai- 
ian planters, has not lost faith In tha 
merits of the proposition. 
Yesterday ho 
called oh Advertiser reporter Into that 
firm's 
office In the Lewcrs 
& Cooke 
building and showed 
him a letter re- 
ceived by a member of the firm this 
week, from which the following extract 
is taken by permission: 
"I thought It would Interest 
you to 
get certain figures from our competitors 
In the West Indies. 
Just now I 
re- 
ceived a report from a large central In 
Porto Rteo, and I find that marketing 
their sugar which 
Includes 
the freight 
P. It. to New York costs them $4.43 per 
ton of sugar. 
"I also learn, what you 
may have 
heard 
before 
this, that 
Cuban 
sugar 
January delivery has been sold at New 
York for 
$3.52. 
How about reciprocity 
and tariff 
reduction for 
Cuba7 
r 
the Hawaiian planters wake up 
and make their own refined sugar the 
better for them." 
Mr. 
Lewis, 
referring 
to his former 
published opinions 
on the matter, took 
occasion to correct a wrong Impression 
that went abroadbelng that he advo- 
cated having the proposed 
sugar refin- 
ery at Honolulu. ' His Idea was to 
lo- 
cate It on the mainland. 
"I rftlll feel," 
Mr. Lewis said, "that 
the planters 
of these Islands 
should 
come together as a unit and form one 
large corporation. 
If all could not be 
biought 
in, say 
two-thir- 
of them. 
"They should build a refinery at New 
York 
or Philadelphia, 
manufacture 
their own sugar Into refined 
bhape and 
sell It through the proper channels of 
trade. 
There 
Is 
no question 
In my 
mind as to selling 
our sugar In refined 
ehape. 
We could not only dispose 
of 
400,000 tons of refined sugar annually, 
but, I am satisfied, 
twice 
as much. 
"If our sugar 
Interests 
could 
be 
brought 
together 
that is, our 
differ- 
ent planters 
and refine our own 
sug- 
ar for the open markets, It would bring 
millions of dollars annually 
to these 
Islands which we are not now getting. 
"The 
Trust 
has made 
millions 
of 
dollars out of our sugar. 
Why should 
not we take that wealth to ourselves? 
Just think, you have a staple article to 
market, almost as staple as Hour. 
You 
are not selling a label 
of lake 
medi- 
cine, but a necessary 
of life. 
While 
dependent on the Trust for the 
mar- 
keting 
of" our raw sugar, our planters 
are liable to be cinched 
In prices from 
time to time. 
With refined sugar for 
our 
whip 
hand, the Trust 
would 
be 
limited in power to hurt us. 
If It met 
us with a 
price-cuttin- g 
war, our loss 
In the game would be only the refinery 
profit that we do not get now anyway. 
"Although 
I 
did 
mention 
Hono- 
lulu formerly as a possible 
location, 
New York 
or Philadelphia 
was what 
I principally had In mind. 
I claimed 
you should be able to sell your output 
In the large markets of the East. 
At 
the same time I maintain that a 
re- 
finery at Honolulu is not nn imprac- 
ticable 
proposition. 
If 
you 
should 
build a large refinery here, 
It would 
employ hundreds of men and women, 
and create a large amount of business 
activity 
in Honolulu. 
"As to an objection 
mooted that re- 
fined sugar 
Is liable 
to caking on sea 
voyages, I hive handled a great deal 
of the article and seen lots of Hong- 
kong granulated 
that had made 
long 
ocean voyages. 
I have never seen any 
that had caked. 
To me it 
lhat 
If 
some 
sugar 
had 
been 
shipped 
at 
one time around 
the Horn 
to 
New 
York from California and on arrival 
found to have caked, 
this must have 
been damaged In some way 
possibly 
got wet. 
I have asked persons thor 
oughly 
posted 
on 
granulated 
sugar 
shipped on long voyages and they, too, 
say that 
If properly handled 
It 
will

BOARD OF HEALTH

A CUT OF ONE THIRD 


The Hoard of 
will make 
cut of one third in its appro- 
priations in carrying out the plan of economy inaugurated by Gov- 
ernor Carter. 
While the efficiency of the health department will 
be impaired by the reduction 
in force contemplated, 
it is considered

A reduction in the salary of guards at the insane asylum 
will be made from $50 to ?3S per month. 
The government dispensary is to be closed entirely and the free 
distribution of medicines 
to the indigent, 
of medical services 
will also be eliminated.

. "A WAR 
WITH 
RUSSIA 


War between 
Russia nnd Japan 
that 
the 
conflict 
bo nctually 
maturing 
in the womb of time must 
nfford an Ideal test of what 
Is' known 
In military circles as newspaper" strate- 
gy. 
There 
Is scarcely one Important 
journnl which 
Is without a theory of 
Its own regarding the most advisable 
course 
for both Jnpan and Russia to 
adopt when 
hostilities break out. 
It 
seems strange that Admlnil Alcxeleff, 
the viceroy 
In the Far East, 
should 
have to travel 
so many miles 
to 
ac- 
quaint the Czar with Japan's 
chances 
In the event of war. 
The same result 
could be nttnlned, apparently, by n 
ten-doll- ar 
subscription to a bureau of news- 
paper clippings. 
The St. James's 
Ga- 
zette (London), 
The Dnlly News 
(Lon- 
don), nnd over 
so many others, have 
outlined the whole course of wnr. 
They 
know what Russia will try to do, what 
Japan 
will try 
to prevent, 
where 
the 
naval battles 
will be fought; and the 
points upon 
which the forces of the 
Csnr will bo "hurled." 
It 
Bhould 
be understood 
from 
the 
start, 
thinks the Indcpendnnce 
Beige 
(Brussels), that neither 
of 
the 
com- 
batants would be supported by an nlly. 
Russia would request France 
to keep 
her hands 
off. 
'"Russia 
understands 
that the Interference of the French fleet 
In her behnlf would nt once bring the 
British fleet to the nld of Jnpnn." 
Rus- 
sia has no wish to try conclusions 
with 
tho mistress of tho sens. 
But It would 
appear 
from the London 
Times 
that 
Russia has adopted 
In the Fnr East a 
device 
long brought 
to perfection 
by 
managers of 
comic-oper- a 
companies. 
This consists 
in keeping 
the same 
sol- 
diers moving constantly on and off the 
stage of operations with the object 
of 
giving the unsophisticated spectator a 
false Idea of multitude. 
"Japan alone," 
observes 
the London organ, "Is not de- 
ceived." 
She 
Is well awnre that 
tho 
tralnlonds of troops dashing back nnd 
forth over tho great Siberian line are 
performances as theatrical as a mobil- 
ization 
of the lnte Edwin Booth's regi- 
ments for the maneuvers In "Richard 
111." 
Only the Russian navy need enter 
Eerlously Into the Immediate 
calcula- 
tions of Oie Japanese, and the London 
News presents this aspect of the case 
as follows: 
"Presuming, therefore, that a naval 
campaign would 
be the first 
develop- 
ment, It Is easy to see how It would 
be- 
gin. 
Jnpan would not attempt 
to 
de- 
stroy the Russian lleet 
In the vicinity 
of Port Arthur. 
Her splendid 
homo- 
geneous 
lleet, with Its admirable 
back- 
ing of minor craft, 
Is not designed 
for 
such nn adventure. Its coaling sapaclty 
Is Intended 
rather for swift movement 
close to an assured base than for long 
journeys at sea. 
Russia would have to 
strike the naval blow to prevent the oc- 
cupation of Korea by her opponent. 
"Against such nn attack Japan 
pos- 
sesses 
Immense 
natural 
advantages. 
Her great semicircle 
of, lands form a 
fender surrounding Vladivostok and the 
Russian territory north of Korea. 
On 
the north the enclosed 
space Is 
com- 
pletely 
shut 
In 
during 
the 
winter 
mouths by Ice. 
On the south It Is only 
entered by the Korean Straits, 
domi- 
nated by the central Island of Tsu 
Shl-iii- a, 
which 
Is strongly fortltled by 
Ja- 
pan, and is n sort of Gibraltar of tho 
East, with the forts of Fusan on the 
Korean 
shore and the Japanese naval 
base of Sasebof and the unlimited coal 
supply of Nagasaki on the opposite side. 
Thus within the Japanese 
Pea Japan 
would be supreme so long as she had 
any licet remaining. 
"Nagasaki 
would 
be the key of tho 
situation, and there Russia would have 
to deliver her blow. 
It is between six 
and seven hundred miles from Port Ar- 
thur, nnd without beating Jnpan .here 
mid securing a coul supply the Russian 
fleet could not hope 
to round 
Jnpan 
nnd attack Tokyo and the farther side 
of the Island, fifteen hundred miles from 
Its base. 
"Fighting 
the 
enemy 
on 
Its 
own 
ground, mnld the Immense natural 
har- 
bors and fortified 
islands west of 
Ktu-s'hl- 
u, 
the Japanese fleet would have ev- 
ery advantage 
In tho Btruggle." 
It may 
be nsserted 
with 
confidence, 
therefore, 
thinks 
this 
dally, 
that 
".i 
naval battle on a gigantic scale would 
certninly urlse," nnd "a comparison 
of 
the navies of the two countries becomes 
Important." 
On paper such a compari- 
son is certninly to tho advantage of St. 
Petersburg, ns our London contempora 
ry admits. It presents the subject thus: 
"The total number of otllcers and men 
In the Russian lleet is about 60,000, and 
In that of Japan rather over 33,000.

lessened when we. remember that Rus 
sia 
Is obliged 
to maintain 
Meets 
ur 
flotillas 
In tho Baltic, the Black 
Sen, 
and oven In the Caspian, which 
would 
be of no use in the Far East. 
Almost 
the whole available lleet, after provid- 
ing for a necessary 
minimum 
In the 
Bnltlo and the Black Sea, 
Is now 
ill 
Chinese waters. 
"Japan, 
on 
tho other hand, 
has 
no 
distractions 
to prevent the, use of her 
whole lleet, and close at hand has abun- 
dance of ports for coaling 
and repairs, 
while she builds 
her 
own 
protected 
cruisers and destroyers. 
Her navy 
in- 
cluded many 
exceedingly 
swift ' boats, 
and Is well calculated for a campaign 
In her own waters." 
Neither tho London Times nor The St. 
James's Onzette takes any stock in the 
theory that. Russia could not relnforco 
her fleet In the Far East 
materially. 
The former dally' points out that Russia 
Is now sending three great battleships 


to Pacific waters. 
Nevertheless, thinks 
the latter 
organ, 
"there 
Is not much 
doubt 
nf Japan's ability to defeat 
the Russian ships nt present 
In the Far East." 
It has this onlnlon 
of,the strategic situation generally: 
"Moreover, 
the difficulty 
of 
Russia 
reinforcing 
her 
Far 
Eastern 
fleet Is 
much 
enhanced by the fact that 
the 
Japanese Islund bf Formosa lies In the 
path of her vessels coming 
from 
Eu- 
rope, occupying 
much the same position 
ns Blzerta does on our Mediterranean 
line of communications between 
Gibral- 
tar nnd Malta. 
Either the Russian 
Far-Easte- rn 
squadron must go south 
and 
rendezvous 
somewhere 
off the coast of 
Cochin Chlnn, or both squndrons 
must 
rendezvous 
to the west In the Pncllli", 
reproducing to some 
degree 
the 
con- 
dition 
of 
our naval maneuvers this 
year. 
But, If the latter alternative 
be 
ndopted, 
the coaling difficulty 
becomes 
increasingly acute. 
The third choice Is 
for the Russians to give battle 
with 
their existing 
squadron 
to clear th'j 
way. 
In 
which 
case probably 
defeat 
awaits them. 
"Looking at the strategical situation 
generally. It Can only be said that, nn 
the first sign of Russia's Intention still 
further to reinforce 
her Far 
Eastern 
lleet, It Is to the Interest of Jnpan 
to 
commence hostilities." 
The French newspapers profess to be 
infinitely amused ut what they call "tho 
Interested strategy" 
of British organs. 
The Temps (Paris) is surprised that the 
great ally of France 
should 
be 
even 
suspected of playing that 
comic-oper- a 
trick with the trulnloads of regiment". 
"Russia," we read, "has abundance of 
men." 
The Journal 
des Debats (Paris) 
Is convinced 
thnt Russia 
Is too strong 
on the sea for Japan to cope with her. 
It hns been studying the statistics, and 
It finds them "crushing" In a sense dire 
to Japan. 
The Russian regiments 
in 
Manchuria und on the frontiers of the 
territory 
In dispute are 
"well-drille- 
nbly led, eager for a dash Into Korea 
and at Japan." 
The war, therefore, will 
not be exclusively 
naval. 
In this mnze 
of contradictory 
opinions, 
the London 
Spectator has tried to look at the whole 
subject 
from a disinterested 
point of 
view. 
It fears that war may not 
1)2 
far off. 
"We fear the probabilities of 
war between 
Russia 
and 
Japan an; 
greater than tho probabilities of peace. 
But It sees many powerful 
forces 
mail 
lng for peace, and it warns itskreaderd 
from rash conclusions. 
Here is its sum 
ming up: 
"It will be difficult, If war does break 
out, to form even an opinion as to the 
respective chances 
of 
success. 
The 
Continent will at once decide for Rus- 
sia; but the Continent does not quite 
appreciate all 
the 
advantages 
which 
Japan, 
if she can but clear her own 
waters, will at the outset possess, 
bh 
Is very near to the scene, she will fight 
In her own climate, and her military 
organization 
Is almost German 
In its 
perfection. 
She has a larger population 
than 
France, 
her army 
Includes 
six 
hundred and 
thirty-tw- o 
thousand drill 
ed men, and her people are said to be 
unusually ready to serve. 
Those 
re 
sources, are, of course, nothing to those 
of which 
the Czar can dispose; 
but the 
maintenance 
of a mighty army many 
thousand miles from Its real base is a 
most difficult and costly task; 
commu- 
nications will depend upon a single linn 
of railway, which in part of its course 
passes 
through 
disaffected 
country; 
and the Russians will be In a climate 
to which they nro but little accustomed. 
That may seem n trlile, but it will 
ag- 
gravate an historic difficulty of Iusslan 
generals, the readiness of their 
d 
soldiers to die when pressed by climatic 
or other unaccustomed 
severities. 
The 
Japanese, moreover, 
will march quicker, 
will know the country better 
the Rus- 
sian fuss about spies and mnps 
prac- 
tically admits this 
and will be less dis- 
couraged 
by 
occasional 
defeat. 
All 
these considerations are, 
however, 
wis 
fully admit, trivial when compared with 
the great unknown quantity upon which 
the oldest soldier In Europe would hesi- 
tate to offer a decided opinion. 
Can a 
thousand Japanese 
In the open resist 
and drive bnck a thousand Russians?"

Sailed 
Under Hawaiian 
Flag 
But Rarely 


Here. 


Although launched under the Hawai- 
ian ling over ten years ago, the good 
ship John Ena paid her first visit to 
Ihe harbor yesterday. 
The vessel 
stop- 
ped outside, 
ten 
years 
ago for local 
registration and again after annexation 
to get an American registry. 


TJhc John Ena is a vessel of 2706 tons 
and Is one of the handsomest boats In 
the Newcastle trade. 
She 
Is named 
after John Ena, the wealthy 
of the 
Inter-Islan- d 
Steamship Co. 
and she Is owned by the San Francisco 
Shipping Co. 
In which Honolulu 
par- 
ties hold 
lnrgo 
Interests. 
After 
she 
was launched In 
1892 she was given a 
Hawaiian register, and at the time of 
annexation 
was 
In Puget 
Sound, 
Just 
about to sail for Australia with 
lum- 
ber. 
On her trip through she stopped 
outside Honolulu and waited two days 
while her American registry was fixed 
ud. 
She has been In the coal and 
grain 
carrying 
trade 
with Australia 
for ten years, but during all that time 
failed to enter the harbor at the home 
of the man for whom she was named. 
Captain Madsen who has been in com- 
mand of the ship for eight years has 
been anxious to touch at Honolulu on 
his voyage to San Francisco, but the 
price of supplies here prevented 
this. 
The John Ena has been rather 
un- 
lucky lately although her voyage from 
Newcastle on this occasion 
was made 
In very good time and in the best of 
weather. 
On a 
voyage 
from New 
York to Japan last summer, however, 
the John Ena had a Berles of hard luck 
mishaps. 
While still In ithe neighbor- 
hood 
of Sandy Hook In a perfectly 
calm sea, 
one 
of the men fell from 
aloft, and striking 
one of the nfter 
davits was killed Instantly. 
A couple 
of months later the John Ena struck 
a hurrlcane'aboutv 
150 miles southwest 
of 
the 
Cape 
and 
both 
mates 
were 
washed overboard. 
One of the boats 
was also broken up. 
A sailor on the 
ship 
who had some slight knowledge 
of navigation was appointed chief off- 
icer, 
but a 
few 
days later 
he 
was 
knocked 
down by a big sea and had an 
arm broken, which laid him up for the 
rest of the voyage. 
To make matters 
worse Captain Madsen next encounter- 
ed three typhoons, between Manila and 
Kobe and two boats were broken up, 
although 
the rigging 
escaped 
serious 
damage. 
Captain 
Madsen 
In recounting 
his 
bad luck experiences yesterday 
said 
that he hoped 
now that his troubles 
were over and his present voyage from 
Newcastle seems 
to- - prove It. 
Leav- 
ing Newcastle November 15th, Captain 
Madsen 
reports that for the first two 
days his ship lay becalmed. 
He then 
encountered 
southerly 
winds 
which 
In six days carried him to 174 degrees 
west, 
33 degrees south. 
The next 
six- 
teen 
days 
he 
beat 
against 
easterly 
winds, 
however accompanied by 
fine 
weather. 
The 
ship then 
stood 
up 
towards Tahiti passing that group on 
December 
17th, then coming 
to Hono- 
lulu with fresh breezes. 
He was off 
Hllo Thursday at noon but It required 
twenty-fou- r 
hours to make the coast 
of Oahu. 
The John Ena brought 
4213 tons of 
coal for Castle & Cooke. 
She Is dock- 
ed at the railroad whnrf. 
The Ena 
will be the first of the sailing fleet to 
load with sugar for the voyage around 
the Horn, 
She will take on 
4700 tons 
of sugar.

"Old Sam," the boatboy 
who

day morning, 
was a heavy drinker ac 
cording to the evidence 
adduced at the 
coroner's inquest yesterday. 
TheTury 
rendered a verdict that 
"Old 
Sam" 
enme to his death from acute alcohol- 
ism. 
The principal 
evidence 
was 
that of 
Dr. McDonald 
who made a postmortem 
examination of the boatman's 
body. 
His Investigations 
were to tho effect 
that the boatmnn icnme 
to his death 
from acute 
nnd 
chronic 
alcoholism, 
coming 
upon tho heels of a heavy 
de- 
bauch 
on New Year's Day. 
Dr. 
Mc- 
Donald 
stated that 
If 
"Old 
Sam's" 
physique 
had not been so undermined 
by alcohol the debauch Itself1 might not 
have proved fatal. 
E, T. Rodgers, 
the 
watchman 
on 
Brewer's wharf, 
who 
discovered 
the 
body at 
3 n. in. Saturday, stated that 
Sam brought his matting and other ef- 
fects to Brewer's wharf 
early Friday 
morning, 
asking 
permission to 
leave 
them there for the day as tho boat 
landing was to be given over to the 
boat 
boys' 
luau. 
When 
tho 
night 
watchman came 
on duty 
again at 
G 
o'clock he saw Sam asleep on n bqle of 
hay near his belongings. 
He was shor- 
ing heavily. 
During the night he no 
ticed he had not. changed his position. 
He shook htm nnd then found that he 
was dead.

PANAMA 
AND 


MOSQUITOES 


Now that it 
Is practically 
decided 
that a canal, to divide the continents 
of North and South America, 
will be 
built, 
It may not 
be out of place to 
consider the probable effects 
of this 
undertaking 
from a sanitary 
point of 
view. 
In the first Instance, 
it would 
seem certain that the building of an 
Isthmian 
canal 
will 
be attended 
by 
great loss of life, unless measures are 
enforced 
to render the conditions 
in 
the regions through which the water- 
way must pass less inimical 
to health 
than is the case at present. 
The 
dis- 
trict bordering on the proposed 
Pan- 
ama route is, perhaps, one of the most 
notoriously unhealthty 
in the world. 
This fact was conclusively 
proved 
by 
the mortality and sickness among the 
laborers on the portion of the Panama 
canal built by the Lesseps 
Company. 
White men were unable to live for any 
length of time in the locality, 
and the 
mortality among the Chinese, and to a 
lesser extent among the negroes, 
was 
frightful. 
Sir Patrick Manson, 
In a paper read 
beforo the Epidemiological 
Society 
Of 
Great Britain, 
February 
25, 
of this 
year, foreshadowed 
the possible 
dan- 
ger 
of 
Invasion 
by 
yellow 
fever 
of 
Asia as the consequence 
of the digging 
of tho Panama canal. 
He pointed out 
that shiploads of laborers would 
soon 
be plying between 
Panama 
and the 
seaports of Asia, 
nnd that unless 
ex- 
traordinary precautions were taken the 
Inevitable 
result must be that the mal- 
ady would 
be conveyed 
and 
spread 
among the seething multitudes of the 
ar East. 
In the Journal of Tropical 
Medicine, 
August 
IE, 
1003, 
Dr. 
St. 
George Gray, Sierra Leone, returns 
to 
this subject and discusses the sanitary 
measures necessary 
to prevent intro 
duction 
of yellow fever Into Asia from 
Panama. 
He is of the opinion that 
these may be divided into (a) measures 
tobe adopted at the point of depart- 
ure, 
1. 
e., at the Central 
American 
port, and (b) measures to be adopted 
at tne port of arrival 
the Asiatic port. 
The 
writer 
lakes 
It as 
absolutely 
proven 
that 
mosquitoes 
are the 
sole 
cause of 
yellow 
fever, 
nnd 
suggests 
that 
nn International 
sanitary 
board 
should 
be appointed 
by 
tho 
govern- 
ments having Interests In the Far East, 
anu 
mat 
they 
should 
be 
especially 
qualified 
for the work. 
They should 
have power to frame suchj quarantine 
or other regulations as may be deemed 
necessary 
to enforce 
theso 
regu- 
lations by means of penalties which 
should 
be sufficiently 
heavy to Insure 
their 
being 
carried gut by the most 
careless nnd 
indifferent of 
captains. 
The sanitary board should 
make sure 
that no vessels which have not 
been 
thoroughly 
clenred 
of 
mosquitoes 
leave 
the 
Isthmus 
for 
any 
of 
the 
Aslatlo 
ports. 
Tho 
final 
clearing 
of mosquitoes 
should take place at an 
anchorage to he selected 
for the pur- 
pose at least 
300 yards.away 
from the 
nearest 
shore, 
and once 
the fumiga- 
tion Is completed 
the vessel should not 
approach 
the shore again, but 
pas- 
sengers, malls and cargo from 
open 
lighters 
could 
bo 
received 
aboard. 
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Channel Etiquette. 
The Hawaiian 
Dredging 
Company, 
Which Is engaged In dredging the chan- 
nel, hns requested 
nil the steamship 
companies 
and masters of vqssels, 
dur- 
ing the time tho dredger la at work, 
to signal the approach of steamers by 
four whistle blasts. 
In order to irtvt 
the dredger men time In which to look 
after their moorings 
and thus prevent 
entanglements. 
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
